Guerrilla sources in Beirut said four Israeli bouts ap 
proached the Hashidieh refugee camp near Tyre, 50 miles 
south of Beirut, late Sunday night The guerrillas opened 
fire with machine guns and the Israeli boats withdrew, 
firing as they went, the sources said 
Earlier, the guerrillas reported they fought an hour-long 
rocket and machine gun battle with Israeli patrol boats and 
helicopters ott Israel s northern coast, but both Israel and 


Lebanon denied the report 
The first sea battle came Saturday morning when Israeli 
and guerrilla boats clashed in the Mediterranean Sea off the 
coast of Lebanon Both the guerrillas and Israelis claimed 
they damaged the other s craft. 
In light of the flare-up in the Middle East, the United Na 
lions Security Council was meeting in New York for the 
third time to discuss the situation and pass a i esolution 
In Cairo, the semiofficial newspaper A1 Ahram said 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat is 
making intensified 
efforts” to make certain Palestinian guerrillas are not 
thrown out of Lebanon 


The paper said, “ The president held urgent contacts in 
that connection after reports from Beirut indicated that the 
position of the resistance in Lebanon has become very 
critical as a result of heavy pressures by the Lebanese 
government to get the guerrillas out of Lebanon 
In Jerusalem, Israeli Deputy Prime Minister Yigal Allon 
in a speech Sunday urged villagers in southern Lebanon to

65, a retired railroad 
worker, summed up the hurt for many of 
Isleton’s residents. “ About 50 years of 
saving and It’s all gone. It hurts and it can't 
be replaced. We had little or no insurance 


on personal belongings,” he said.

stockbroker He can never get a job where 
he has to be bonded or licensed. He can t 
work for the city, county or federal 
governments. He cannot be admitted to 
West Point, Annapolis or the Air Force 
Academy. 
Last 
week,

Delegates, the parliament of the American 
M edical 
A ssociation, 
stated 
that 
insignificant amounts of marijuana should 
be 
considered, 
at 
the 
m ost, 
a 
misdemeanor 
crime. 
Their 
powerful 
Council on Mental Health and Committee 
on Alcoholism and Drug Dependence had 
recommended the dropping of all criminal 
penalties for personal possession. 
The 
P resident’s 
Commission 
on 
Marijuana, after long and careful study, 
reached the same conclusions that the 
penalty did not fit the crime. 
We endorse such recommendations. We 
know they have been made after long, 
careful, scientific study. 
We urge all

hearing a num ber

witnesses the jury reported that it 
found no grounds for a criminal 
indictment. An inquest into Miss 
Kopechne s death had been held and 
the proceedings subsequently made 
public. They were put into a booklet 
that was widely sold at $1 25 Dims 
insisted that the case be reopened 
with an autopsy This was denied by 
Chief Justice G. Joseph Tauro of the 
M assachusetts 
superior 
court 
Having pleaded guilty to the charge 
of leaving the scene of an accident, 
Kennedy was given a two-months 
suspended sentence, the minimum 
penalty under Massachusetts law 
The grand jury transcript would 
show little more than what was 
developed at the inquest, according 
to members of Kennedy’s staff 
Moreover, it is illegal to publish 
such a record If it were leaked out, 
however, 
prosecution 
would

unlikely Running for re-election in 
1970, Kennedy promised to serve out 
his full term and thereby renounced 
presidential ambitions for 1972 
By 1976 Chappaquiddick would be a

Built-in turmoil 


The Democrats, never noted for 
quiet, may have assured the worst 
convention turmoil in their history 
when they threw their party doors 
wide open in a broad reform move. 
The party is prop­ 
erly proud that it 
has made way for 
significantly 
g r e a t e r 
p a r t i c ­ 
i p a t i o n 
— 
a s 
d eleg ates 
— 
of 
women, blacks and 
young 
people. 
In 
this 
sense, 
the 
proceedings 
which 
begin 
at 
Miami 
Beach July 10 will 
be conducted by the 
most balanced re­ 
presentative 
body 
ever to choose a 
Democratic 
pres­ 
idential nominee. 
If the percentages hold in the 
delegate-selecting still to be done in 
these closing days, more than 85 
percent of the delegates who turn up 
in Florida will be newcomers to the 
national convention scene. Putting it 
the other way, the repeaters — 
people who have attended prior 
conventions — will constitute 15 per 
cent of the total convention roster, 
at most. 
Healthy thing, right ? Get rid of a 
lot of party dead wood, mfuse the 
affair with new vigor and spirit, 
liven up the whole business. 
Who can deny the proposition? 
Who can argue, further more that it 
won’t 
be 
interesting 
to 
see 
a 
convention populated by upwards of 
35 per cent women, 20 per cent 
young folks, and some 15 per cent 
blacks and other non-whites'7 
Nevertheless, this great new mix 
does indeed promise chaos inside 
the hall These new people are not 
just going to Miami Beach to pick a 
presidential candidate. From all 
preliminary signs, they have a good 
deal more on their minds. 
They know the uses of the arena 
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and there is none bigger than a 
national convention hall caught for 
days in television's glare. 
Many of these newcomers, then, 
will be bent on doing their thing. 
Given their inevitable variety as 
people, that means this convention 
is in for a great many “ things” new 
to such a gathering 
Obviously, on the basis of their 
behavior this year at countless party 
caucuses and a dozen or two state 
conventions, a lot of their effort will 
be directed toward reinforcing their 
own identities. We will hear much 
about the “ rights” and the demands 
of women, the young, the blacks, 
Chicanos and others 


When it is time to shape a final 
party platform, we will hear, too, 
how these demands should — in 
their view — be cast in hard type 
w ith full party sanction. 


The proposals may all have been 
well-aired in committee hearings 
beforehand, but in this ferment of 
new delegates there is likely to be 
little regard for rules which may 


say enough is enough. There will be 
plenty of shouting and clamor, and 
possibly a little storming of the 
rostrum 
Minnesota's state party 
convention got its full taste of that in 
mid-June. 
Again, judging from what has 
already happened in the states, 
nothing will be too sweeping or too 
outlandish 
Minnesota now has a 
party 
platform 
plank 
endorsing 
“ m arriage” among homosexuals 
What will all this do for the 
image 
of the Democratic party 
and its 1972 Presidential nominee ’ 
Watching 
Americans 
may 
just 
decide it’s a great show . and be 
unaffected in their voting Or they 
may decide that a party so ridden by 
chaos should not hold the White 
House. 
Whatever else it does, it ought to 
make the fellows who preside over

overwhelming, automatic choices 
for Men of the Year.
